‘GENEVA, May 2.—The French 
gaine@ another victory today for their 
thesis of disarmament when the Draft- 
ing Committee of the preparatory dis- 
armament conference accepted a pro- 
posal presented by M. Paul-Boncour, 
in agreement with Vigcdunt Cecil, to 
send directly to the League Council the 
important question of defining the du- 
ties and aecel ng the action of the 
Council in. cases of aggression or 
threats of wWar. 

No objection was offered to this im- 
portant proposal by Mr. Gibson, who 
declared the United States was inter- 
ested in promoting disarmament and 
he did not wish to stand in the way of 
any means to that end. 

The proposition, supplementing the 
French victories of Saturday, brings 
the entire French thesis up for the 
most careful examination and consid- 
eration by the technical committees, 
by the Preparatory Commission and by 
the League ‘Council. This does not 


mean that the French will win in the 

end, but it puts them on 4 far bette 

footing than it hitherto appeared tha 

would ever be. 3 
The French Proposition, 

M. Paul-Boncour’s proposition reads: 

“In the application of Article VIII of 
Paragraph AAA and of Paragraph 
Bab. Suse uestion 5, the Drafting Com- 

ééls that the determifiation of 
methods and mechanisms susceptible 
of putting into execution the assistance 
which an attacked State can benefit 
of is necessary in order to permit that 
State to calculate the reductions or 
limitations in armaments to which it 
‘will consent. 

“The committee therefore proposes to 
suggest to the Council, firstly, to order 
a study’ 6f methods and regulations 
necessary (AAA) to facilitate the as- 
sembling of the Council quickly in 
cases of war or threats of war; (BBB) 
to accelerate the elaboration of deci- 
sions which the Council shall take to 
put into execution the obligations of 
the covenant. 

“Secondly, to charge the permanent 

consultative commission (AAA) to de- 
fine the means necessary to satisfy 
Article VIiI—dealing with the security 
which a State shall receive under the 
terms of the covenant; (BBB) to study 
the procedure permitting a quick 
elaboration of the recommendation of 
military aid —— for by the second 
paragraph Article XVI of the Cove- 
nant when the Council shall have de- 
cided to make such recommendations;

shall be considered necessary; (CCC) 
to fix the com tion and rules of the 
committee’s tees and distribution 
(repartition) that the League of Na- 
tions could utilize to this effect.

“Objection has been made that the 
object of this proposal is to elaborate

FRENGH FOR PEACE 


Paris Hears Riffian Chief Has 


Thrown Himself and His 
People on France’s Mercy. 


CABINET TO REPLY TODAY 


Message Was Delivered to Steeg 
by French Doctor Sent to Riff 
to Care'for Prisoners.

PARIS, May 2.—Abd-el-Krim has 
asked for peace again, But this time 
he is not thinking of asking for terms. 
He has thrown himself and his people 
on the mercy and generosity of 
France. 

His petition was sent to Governor 
r| Steég at the hands of a Frenchman, 
Dr. Parent, who entered the Rift with 
a commission to study the condition of 
the prisoners and who has returned 
there and may possibly, says The 
Matin correspondent at Fez, bring 
Abd-el-Krim baék with him; unlesg he 
escapes into thé neutral s6né of TAéi- 
gier so as to avoid falling into French 
and Spanish hands. 

The reply of the French Government 
is being studied tonight and may be 
made known tomorrow after the Cab- 
inet meets, 

Meanwhile military operations con- 
tinue, the advancing forces meeting no 
resistance. The French have cut in 
behind the land of ‘the Beni Zeroual 
tribe, north of the Ouergha River, -in 
such a way as to make théir submis- 
sion inevitable, and e'.eady large num- 
bers have surrendered. 


FEZ, May 2% (4).—French Army 
Headquarters reported today that one 
by one the tribes formerly adhering to 
Abd-el-Krim, the leader of the Rif- 
fians, are deserting him. It was as- 
serted that the capture of Targuist, 
which Abd-el-Krim allegedly boasted 
was impregnable, would make an im- 
mense impression on the tribesmerg..nd 
accelerate the movement away from 
the Riffian war lord. 

The Dijeala tribe, one of the most 
powerful in Morocco and one of Abd- 
el-Krim’s staunchest supporters, is re- 
ported to have refused to reply to an 
urgent appeal from Abd-el-Krim to 
send contingents against the Franco- 
Spanish troops, declaring it desires to 
keep its warriors for eventual defense 
of its own territory. 

French headquarters. here does not 
believe that Abd-el-Krim is ready as 
yet to quit the fray. It thinks he- will 
make a last and desperate stand in the 
inaccessible western end of the Riff 
range, where it will be difficult to 
follow him. Here, it is thought, ut 
off from the world by the Franco- 
Spanish forces and abandoned by all 
his allies, the Riffian leader sooner or 
later will be obliged to yield and 
surrender. 


In the opinion in French military | », 


circles here surrender will come earlier 
than was first expected. It is argued 
in support of this belief that the re- 
sults of the campaign up to the present 
time have been greater than it was 
believed possible to attain in such a 
short time after the offensive was 
launched less than two weeks ago.

“TOKIO, May 25 ().—A dispatch 
from Sapporo, Hokkaido, to the 
Tokio’ Nichinichi today reports, that 
2,000 farmers are missing as the re- 
sult of an eruption of.a long extinct 
volcano in the mountains of Tokachi 
Province, Central Hokkaido. 

The same reports that 
2,000 farmers were driven to take 
refuge-in the hills by the overflow- 
ing of the River Kambetgu owing 
to the eruption. 

There were three explosions of the 
volcano yesterday, each garrying 
huge quantities of rocks and lava 
and causing numerous landglides. 

One village is reported to have 
been wiped out by a flood of water 
and lava, 200 of the inhabitants be- 
ing. buried.

Attorney General’s Ruling. 
_Attorney General Sargent’s ruling 


upholding the legality of the Execu- 
tive order follows: 5 

In response to many inquiries 
which have been made at the De- 
partment~of Justice regarding Ex- 
ecutive Order No. 4439 in-the matter 
of prohibition officers of the Treas- 
ury Department, it was stated that 
the Attorney General has had before 
him this order and has considered 
the question of its legality and ef- 
fect. It was further stated that it 
must be. that those who question 
the legality of the action taken are 
speaking without knowledge of the 
facts, which are summarized as fol- 
lows: 

1. There does not appear to be any 
Federal law, constitutional or statu- 
tory, incapacitating a citizen from 
holding a Federal and State office 
at the same time. 

2. Apparently the first restriction 
placed upon such’ simultaneous hold- 
ing of Federal and State offices is 
contained in Executive order of 
Jan, 17, 1873. the effect of which is 
that acceptance of State office will 
be understood and treated as resig- 
nation of the Federal office held by 
persons so accepting. ) 

3. From the operation of this order 
certain State officers were excepted: 

(a) Justices of the Peace, notar- 
jes ‘public, commissioners to take 
acknowledgement of deeds, of bail, 
or to administer oaths. : 

(b) Deputy marshals, who may: 
hold at the same time State office 
of Sheriff or deputy sheriff. 

(c) Deputy Postmasters the em- 
oluments of whose office do not ex- 
ceed $600 per annum. ° 

(a) Members of boards of educa- 
tion, school committees. 

(e) Officers of the State militia, be- 
cause of “Congress having exercised 
the power conferred by the Conati- 
tution to provide for organizing the 
militia, which is lable to be called 
forth to be employed in the service 
of the United States and is thus in 
some sense under the control of the 
general Government, and is, more- 
over, of the greatest value to the 
public.”’. 

4. Concurrent action of the nation 
and States is contemplated in the 
Eighteenth Amendment, Section 2: 

(a) Concurrent action of national 
and State agencies is contemplated 
and authorized by the National Pro- 
hibition act, Section 21, 22 and 23.

Richard Sater Gets First Award in 
Lynde Debate. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., May 24.—Rich- 
ard Sater, speaking in the combined 
Lynde Prize and French Medal debate 
at Princeton University this afternoon, 
won first prize as the best speaker.

He Asserts That the Executive

WARSAW, May 2.—The ways of 
dictators are mysterious. When Mar- 


sha) Pilsudski stood before the gates 
of Warsaw ten days ago with his army, 
it might have been eved that he 
had already crossed thé Rubicon and 


that his road toward a dictatorship 


was clear and open. In reality Pil- 
sudski still hesitates today to violate 
the Constitution. 

Mussolini and Primo de Rivera, in 

a certain sense, have spoiled the dic- 
tator business, for them the 
job was too — These lucky fel- 
ows had kings their hands. But 
for Pilsudski there was neither an 
amiable Victor Emmanuel nor a com- 
placent Alfonso. Therefore there is 
no royal authority to cover his bold 
initiative. 
Now he stands before a difficult 
dilemma. There must be a head of 
the State, but since Pilsudski did not 
seize the supreme er at once: he 
is now under the e of legality. He 
must be elected President of the re- 
public by 444 Deputies and 111 Sena- 
tors, of whom two-thirds are his ene- 
mies. There must be a profound 
change in view~among at least sixty 
legislators if he is to be elected. 

It appears that there are already 
but since the 
first article of Pilsudski’s Fak tape is 
to deprive the Deputies of their highly 
valuable prerogatives it is obvious 
= the ehanns is progressing labori- 
ously. 4 

Tp all countries it is hard to find 4 
Parliament willing to renounce its 


powers in favor of an _ executive 
power. 
If Pilsudski is not a candidate he 


will be accused of capitulation. He 
will give a magnificent argument to 
his adversaries, who will claim he has 
not a majority in the country. If he 
is not elected it will be the gravest 
loss of prestige for him, and his parti- 
sans will drive him to fresh acts of 
violence. If he is elected he is not 
at the end of his troubles. 

He may not dissolve the Diet unless 
two-thirds of its membership or three- 
fifths of the Senate vote in favor of 
that step. If he wants to change the 
Constitution he needs two-thirds ma- 
jority in two successive Diets. 

It ig therefore evident that if the 
ways of a legally and a violent dic- 
tatorship are both difficult, there is 
a third way, which is still more diffi- 
cult, to achieve a dictatorship through 
legal processes in a republic. ° 

I realized yesterday when I was re- 
ceived by the Marshal at his country 
home that this deadlock was his great 
anxiety. He asked me then to give 
him time to think over my questions 
for twenty-four. hours before giving 
me a comprehensive reply: 


Believes He Will Be Nominated. 


I had occasion to meet Pilsudski 
again today, this time in the more 
official surroundings of the private 
office of Foreign Minister Zaleski, who 
was present. With untiring courtesy 
Pilsudski answered all my. questions, 
speaking slowly and searching for the 
exact word; passionless and with the 
air of internal contemplation of a man 
pursuing a vast and distant dream. 

My --first. question was naturally, 
“Are you definitely a candidate for the 
Presidency of the Polish Republic?’ 

“According to our laws,"’ he replied, 
“a candidate is put out by the parties 
or individual legislators. I believe that, 


Poland, my ‘candidacy will be an- 
nounced. Afterward the voting takes 
place automatically. 

“Finally, after the voting, the Presi- 
dent-elect must. accept or refuse. I 
would prefer a list of candidates and 
not to ne alone, for I would like, in 
accordance with other candidates, to 
take the initiative together in order 
to say that the Polish law is bad in 
its limitation of the powers given to 
the President. : 

“The President is obliged to swear 

that he will defend his country and 
the national honor, but he has no 
means of this out. Acting 
together, candidates could formulate a 
demand on the whole.of the Deputies 
and Senators in that sense.’ . 
I was anxious to hear about the pos- 
sible separatist movement in Posen 
and get the Marshal’s view on this 
subject.

flight certainly was not lacking in 
thrills. We encountered within a few 
short hours ‘beating rain, fog, bluster- 
ing headwinds and engine trouble, 
but fortunately surmounted all these 
difficulties and successfully covered 
the first leg of our flight and were 
more than satisfied. We feel now 
that if we can make such good head- 
way under these adverse conditions 
we can do far better on a bright, clear 

day with favorable winds. | 

We intend to start the next stage of 
our flight tomorrow morning at 5 
o’clock, and if the conditions are pro- 
pitious we may succeed in covering 
two legs of the journey before night- 
fall. We expect to halt at Charleston.

During the trip we 
were very grateful for the thermos 
bottles of hot coffee given to us by 
the officers’ wives at Miller Field. 
These hot drinks helped us greatly in 
withstanding the cold rain. 

Owing to the fog, we saw little ship- 
ping, but observed one * steamer 
when off the coast of Delaware. The 
sea was frequently obscured by fog, 
but by occasionally flying at a low 
altitude we had not much difficulty 
in keeping in sight of the coast line.

Tle 
police responded to calls and dispersed 
a crowd, but made no arrests.. Other 
workers were attacked at Commerce 
and Midland Avenues. * 

A woman who. said she was Mrs. 
Schneider of 115 Prospect Street, Gar- 

field, told the police three men threw 
iodine on her face when she was on her 
way to the Garfield Worsted Mills. She 
gave a meagre description of the as- 
sailants and the police are investi- 
gating.

..He was the Commander of the Federal 
army in Mexico City during the De la 
Huerta revolt, and ¢ is well known 
that Gomez refused* numerous offers 
of money and high rank from the fol- 
lowers of De la Huerta to join the 
movement. It is also well known that 
the loyalty of Gomez to Obregon gave 
the President confidence enough to ad- 
vance toward G ajara, where the 
strongest rebel forces were entrenched, 
as Mexico. City was taken care of and 
Gomez with the Federal forces re- 
mained between the rebels at Puebla 
and Obregon at the western front. 
Another candidate freely mentioned 
among labor men is Luis. Morones, a 
member of the Cabinet and head of the 
labor movement. The selection of ‘Mo- 
rones is regarded as improbable. 
Sanchez’s motion to change Article 83 
caused politicians to wonder who will 
really be the candidate of. the army, as 
the Federal army is the. con’ ng 
force in any Gov ent in Mexico, in 
spite of orders to members of the 
army not to’participate in politics.

Congressmen be- 
lieve that with the grant of suffrage 
to women large numbers of votes 
which can be’ easily handled will *be- 
eomé available.

On the eve of the new Parliamentary 
session in France stirrings are reported 
in the ranks of the Left bloc. These 
may be ominous for BRIAND but con- 


*|tain a measure of reassurance for the 


country. If there were not good 
ground for believing that France is 
slowly lifting herself out of her diffi- 
culties, it is doubtful whether the Op- 
position would be particularly anxious 
to inherit a mess. The Briand Gov- 
ernment has been fighting on at least 
three fronts—the franc, the Riff and 
Syria. No one will venture to say 


woods. Yet last week’s demonstration 
of its capacity to rally in a sort of 
flexible defense offers fair ground for 
confidence that a financial catastrophe 
will be averted. The position ought 
to improve upon the Jatest news from 
the two other fronts. It does seeni as 
if the prolonged and costly colonial 
wars in Morocco and Syria are draw- 
ing to a close. 

That promise is stronger in Morocco 
than around Damascus. It now turns 
out that last week’s report of a new 
bombardment attended with heavy loss 
of life to the civilian population was 
greatly exaggerated. The situation in 
Syria is far from stabilized, yet it is to 
be noted that the original seat of the 
trouble, the Druse region, has been 
brought under control if not entirely 
pacified. Whether this will release 
French forces for dealing with the 
rebels in the environs of the capital 
remains: to be demonstrated, but. on 
the whole the situation in Syria seems 
to be better. From the Riff the news 
is much more definite ABD-EL-KRIM’s 
capital is in French hands, his own 
tribe is said to be surrendering in 
numbers and the leader himself is re- 
ported a fugitive. Here, too, we can- 
not speak with absolute certainty, 
since colonial warfare is subject to un- 
pleasant surprises. Nevertheless, the 
latest developments wére foreshadowed 
by the recent abortive peace negotia- 
tions at Oudja. The Riff delegates 
consented to take into consideration 
peace terms which were tantamount to 
acknowledgment of defeat—recognition 
of the Sultan of Morocco’s suzerainty, 
a European police for the Riff and 
the expatriation of App-st-Krim. The 
negotiations broke off on what seems 
to the outsider a detail, the release of 
Spanish and French prisoners. It 
seemed reasonable to suppose « that 
ABD-EL-Krim still had some trumps to 
play. That now appears improbable. 
For the sake of peace in Africa, as 
well as the favorable effect on eco- 
nomic and ‘political conditions in 
France, it is to be hoped that the 
Riff problem is about to be solved,

ENDOWED ATHLETICS. 

A keen and realistic diagnosis of the 
college athletic evil comes from the 
Carnegie Foundation, and with it a 
remedy. There is here no professorial 
jealousy resenting the comparative 
size of lecture hall and stadium. To 
youth . intervarsity 
contests are acknowledged to be no 
less essential than ‘‘ mass athletics” 
within the institution. In both Hes an 
indispensable ‘‘ educational virtue.” 
Nor do we find the priggish insistence 
that the game. must be’ played only 
**for the game’s sake.’’ “‘ At the root 
“of the Anglo-Saxon tradition of ath- 
**letic sport lies the desire for vic- 
**tory. * * * The player who does not 
** play to win is intolerable to friends 
**and opponents alike.’® Mischief be- 
gins only when the importance of 
victory is exaggerated, running the 
gamut from calculated dishonesty to 
hysterical emotionalism: If our col- 
leges are to develop to'their full stature 
as. ** intellectual _agencies,”’ athletic 
contests must be made to serve pri- 
marily as a-training for ‘‘ the habits 
**and powers of youth, and predomi- 
“nantly.-its mental habits and pow- 
‘ers.’ ‘* Hitherto, athletics has ab- 
** sorbed the college; it is time for the 
** college to absorb athletics.” 

This is not to be accomplished by 
prohibition.

HARMONY “IN PRINCIPLE.” 
Five years ago the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs did not in- 
dulge in political discussions. Many 
leaders were opposed to ‘departure 
from this precedent, and when the 
question of endorsing legislative bills 
was brought up, frankly said that 
such matters should be left to law- 
making bodies. The women’s clubs 
had a sufficient task in trying to im- 
prove homes, education and general 
living conditions. But the opposition 
group had its way. Mrs. JoHn Dicxk- 
INSON SHERMAN, one of the leaders 
of.that group, said: “I believe that 
‘we should tell our Congressmen and 
*‘ legislators what we want, but not 
**how they are to give us what we 
want.“ To the overwhelming ma- 
jority this seemed like sound sense; 
and two years ago her views were 
further approved by her election to 
the Presidency of the Federation. 

Today, when the eighteenth biennial 
convention of the Federation is open- 
ing, Mrs. SHERMAN announces a pro- 
gram that is ‘broadly educational 
and constructive.’’ She is resolved 
on peaceful debate, with few resolu- 
tions to be introduced, but those few 
to be ‘‘of far-reaching importance.’’ 
There is no question now whether the 
women should taik politics. It is 
taken for granted that they will in- 
terest themselves not only in special 
legislation for women and children, 
the desirability of a uniform divorce 
law and other domestic policies, but 
also in international affairs. They 
supported the World Court, and the 
question of advocating the entrance 
‘of this country into the League of 
Nations will not down. In all these 
matters, and particularly where actual 
legislative bills are concerned, Mrs. 
SHERMAN still believes that. the ** prin- 
ciple” of a bill, rather than its details, 
should be endorsed. This is surely in 
line with her aim to make the con- 
vention a scene of harmony. It is 
much éasier to unite a group of ten 
thousand women on an abstract mat- 
ter of principle than to bind them to- 
gether in approval of a concrete bill. 
But if Ars. SHerMan succeeds in ex- 
cluding all the little, arguable points 
that enter into legislative acts, she 
will prove herself a skillful presiding

KEEPING OIL OFF THE WATERS. 

The long- promised international 
conference to discuss checking the 
pollution of navigable waters. will 
meet in Washington on June 8: Be- 
sides the United States, the nations 
to be represented include Great Brit- 
ain, France, Germany, Japan, Hol- 
land, Denmark, Norway, Sweden and 
Spain. The principal topic is the best 
way of ending the dumping of il 
sludge on the seas. Experience has 
shown that local laws are not suffi- 
cient to cope with the evils of this 
practice. By/its very nature it cao 
be effectively dealt with only through, 
international cooperation, as the foul- 
ing is done by ships of all nations, 
and currents carry oil deposits from 
the waters of one jurisdiction te, thowe: 
of another. 

It is reported that the American 
delegation holds “that separators cah 
be installed on oil-burning Vessels 
which will prevent dumping oil refuse 
overboard. Whether this system or 
some method of emptying oll in. port is. 
agreed upon, the delegates apparently 
realize that if the cure is to be thor- 
ough, it must be more drastic thar 
the present local laws, which do little 
more than forbid ships to dump ol 
within the three-mile limit. Great 
as have been. the benefits that have 
resulted from the law passed by Con-

Checking local. pollution from fac- 
tories: and drains can best be done 
by each nation separately. This foul- 
ing of the waters damages fish life 
and also lowers the recreational value 
of the seaside almost as much as dces 
the dumping of oil sludge by oil- 
burners. The waters hbout New York 
Harbor and the Long Island Sound, 
as well as those of parts of the Chesa- 
peake Bay, have. been badly tainted 
by our reckless methods of drainage. 
It is not too late to prevent further 
damage, although it is doubtful if the 
waters can ever be restored to their 
original purity. Fortunately, the pub- 
lic has begun to appreciate the im- 
portance of fighting the pollution of 
our streams and harbors as well as 
of the coastal.waters. The ‘coming 
conference should do much to make 
clear the necessity of taking prompt 
action.

PUBLIC LIBRARY — 


Increased Appropriation Will Help 
but Will Not Meet the Demand. - 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is sometimes asserted that the 
movies, the radio, the automobile and 
other diversions ve lessened the: 
reading habit. Newspapers of other 
cities, wishing to be humorous at the 
expense of New York, have said that 
New Yorkers are reading less because | 
they are concerned with frivolous 
amusements. : 

The exact opposite is the truth; the 
desire for books is constantly increas- 
ing in New York. There are many 
libraries—other than the public libraries 
—and many sources of book supply, 
besides the libraries, in this city. There 
is a very large use of books within the 
buildings of the. public libraries—that 
is to say, a reference use. Over and 
above all this, the public libraries of 
Greater New. York lent’ for’ home use 
lasts year 16,781,679 books. (The New 
York Public Library lent 9,018,339; the 
Brooklyn Public Idbrary, 5,786,774, and 
the Queens Borough Public Library, 
1,976,566 books.) This does not wholly 
represent the demand for books; it 
merely indicates: how far the public 
libraries were able to’ satisfy the 
demand. 

The use of the Reference Depart- 

ment of the New York Public Library 
is steadily increasing. In the Circula- 
lation Department, for the last few 
years, the annual number of books 
taken out has been declining toward 
9,000,000, instead of rising, as it used 
to do, toward 11,000,000. This has been 
due to no slackening of interest on the 
part of the. public, ‘but to an insuffi- 
cient stock of books. The city appro- 
priations for this department, which 
have happily been increased, beginning 
in the present year, should have a bene- 
ficial effect upon the depleted book 
stock. In the coming years the circula- 
tion figures may be expected to rise 
again above 10,000,000, although it 
will be long before any of the public 
libraries of Greater New York will be 
able completely to supply the- demand 
for books. While the total number of 
hooks borrowed for home use last year 
from the public libraries of Greater 
New York was over 16,500,000, it is 
consefvative to say that these libraries 
could easily have lent more 
20,000,000, if they had had the books:

The ignorant Mo- 
hammedan masses served as a tool in the 
hands of the Nationalist dictators as Talaat, 
Enver and Kemal Pashas. 

A law of the Kemalist Government, dated 
May, 1924, prohibits flatly the return to 
their homeland of those Armenians who fled 
from the slaughter house up to 1923.

Dr. Fosdick. He charged that Modern- 
ist missionary workers were engaged 
in upsetting Fundamentalist ministers 
in several small churches located in a 
ring around New York City. He did 
not ety any of these. 

Dr. child, who is head of the 
Fundamentalist Committee, ridiculed 
the activities of the Modernists and 
said the whole trouble was traceable 
to a ‘“‘dream” which John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. had some ten years ago. 

The ‘dream,’ the speaker asgerted, 
was ofthe young men returning from 
foreign service who would be barred 
from the Church by the ordinances and 

immersion, and who, the philan- 
thropist believed, could be brought 
into membership by a change of con- 
ditions. ’ 
Straton Explains the Issue.

Mr. John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. is, no doubt, a sincere and 
philanthropic soul, but he is obsessed 
with the ambition to standardize re- 
ligion, and in his efforts to break 
down all distinctions, to eliminate the 
supernatural, he at once. becomes a 
personal issue in the present war be- 
tween Fundamentalists and Modern- 
ists. But for his generous gifts his 
church, the Park Avenue Church of 
New York, which has repudiated all 
the fundamentals of the faith, even to 
the overthrowing of immersion for 
baptism—but for his millions the 
Northern Convention would not wit- 
ness the present upheaval.

He will 
be accompanied by others of the group. 
There are two Fundamentalists among 
the eight ministefMial commissioners. 
These are the Rev. Dr. George J. 
Russell, pastor of the Second Church, 
and the Rev. Dr. James Palmer of the 
Staff of the Biblical. Seminary and 
formerly assistant at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Church, 

The complaint against the Synod, 


that it appointed a commission to try 
two cases referred to it by the Gen-, 
eral Assembly of 1925, which met last 
May in Columbus, Ohio, and instructed 
that commission not to reach a ver- 
dict or not to publish any action it 
might take until after the Baltimore 
Assembly.

investigation under the prohibition law, 
the false testimony of a witness before 
tr+ Grand Jury must be on a subject 
material to the inquiry. The defense 
is centring its efforts against any at- 
tempt to prove “that the bathtub con- 
tained an’intoxicating beverage, as the 
contents of the tub were admittedly 
—— to. the Grand Jury’s investiga- 
on. 


Chorus Girl’s Testimony. 


Mr. Smyth brought out this point 
during the testimony of the Govern- 
ment’s first woman witness, Miss Dor- 
othy Gordon, formerly of “‘The Vani- 
ties’? chorus, who said she furnished 
the cloak that Earl Carroll held be- 
tween Joyce Hawley and the audience 
while the girl disrobed and enteted the 
tub.

his attorney, Walter Herrick, Fugazy 
plans to make a request that the com- 
mission delay a meeting between 
Berlenbach and Stribling, scheduled 
for June 10, until after Berlenbach 
has defended his title against, Delaney 
in a bout under Fugazy’s~ direction. 
Berlenbach and Stribling are sched- 
uled to battie under the direction of 
Tex Rickard. 

In advance of the commission’s meet- 
ing, no definite idea could be ob- 
tained of the reception this plea will 
receive. C James A. Farley 
yesterday declined to discuss the mat- 
ter. It is reported, however, that 
Rickard’s plans for d Berlenbach- 
Stribling match will receive a jolt and 
that the commission will t. Fu- 
gazy’s plea. The basis for t change 
of front is said to be due to the fact 
that Rickard has not yet submitted 
signed contracts for a Berlenbach-. 
Stribling match and that the promoter 
has not yet received a license to con- 
duct bouts at the Yankee Stadium. 


- Rickard Lacks Licenses. 
Chairman Farley assertedjthat Rick- 
ard had not yet received a Yankee 
Stadium license nor—_a permanent 


license for Madison Sdtare Garden. At 
the Garden yesterday it was said 
Rickard was not expected back until 
late this week. 

Notwithstanding these reports, Rick- 
ard appears assured of the Berlenbach- 
Stribling match as originally scheduled 
unless the commission over-rides the 
action it took at previous meetings. 
Rickard, holding Berlenbach’s contract 
to defend his title, did not arrange the 
Berlenbach-Stribling match until De- 
laney, the recognized challenger, re- 
fused to do business with the pro- 
moter. Then Rickard received the 
commission’s consent to select the 
next best rival and signed Stribling. 
Fugazy submitted contracts by Delaney 
and Berlenbach but the board over- 
ruled him. 

Another matter om which the com- 
mission probably will be called upon 
to rule this afternoon is the situation 
arising out of Pete Latzo’s defeat of 
Mickey Walker. This title e af- 
fects the’ welterweight battle een 
Joe Dundee, -Baltimore, and Willie 
Harmon, <ast side contender, which is 
scheduled as the feature bout Friday 
night at the opening of the Coney 
Island Stadium. This match was 
ordered by the commission to produce 
an outstanding contender for the 
welterweight title when Walker’ was 
champion. It is debatable now 
whether the commission will force the’ 
winner of the Dundee-Harmon matok

During most 
of the present year the out-of-town 
banks have shown a tendenay to recall 
their money from New York and de- 
vote it. to more profitable uses when- 
ever rates reached low levels: The 
New York banks and ‘“‘others,” the 
item represented by large corporations 
and institutiong which place their sur- 
plus funds in the money market, both 
reported increase’ in their loans to 
brokers for the last week. 

The highest point in the loans made 
to brokers by the New York City re- 
porting member pena was reached in 
the week of Jan. 6, when the total 
stood at $3,141,125,000. The latest fig- 
ure reported shows a net reduction of 
$732,430,000 from the year’s peak. 


CUBAN RAILROAD FINANCING. 


Rights to Preferred Stock to Be 
Offered Through Cuba Company. 


Holders of stock of the Cuba Com- 
pany are to obtain rights to purchase 
the 6 per cent. cumulative preferred 
stock of the Consolidated Railroads of 
Cuba, it was announcéd by directors 
of the Cuba Company yesterday. The 
offering will provide funds for retiring 
the company’s ten-year convertible 
sinking fund 6 per cent. bonds, which 
are convertible into the railroad’s pre- 
ferred stock at 80 up to within twenty 
days prior to redemption, which will 
fall on July 1.
